A High-Class Affair 



Below are given, for your informa- 
tion, some of the more important mea- 
sures introduced in the present ses- 
sion. 

The most important measure was 
presented by Senator William H. Crow, 
of Fayette County. It is Governor 
Nproul's bill authorizing the calling of 
a constitutional convention, ami pro- 
vides that at the primaries in .Septem- 
ber the voters shall pass on tlie ques- 
tion whether there shall be a constitu- 
tional convention. If this question is 
decided in the allirmat ive, the bill pro- 
vides for the election of delegates at 
the November election. 

The Convention may submit a whole 
constitution or parts to the people and 
this provision may prevent the rejection 
of the whole Constitution for some un- 
popular section, as has happened in 
other states. 

Pennsylvania's Constitution has not 
been revised for over 4S years and is 
unsuited in many ways to meet the 
changes in social conditions. If this 
constitutional convention is not author- 
ized, it will mean a delay of these 
improved changes from Jan. 1, 1023, to 
Jan. 1, li)25. 1'rge your Senator and 
assemblyman to vote for this bill.

Montgomery County 
Tax Rate Unchanged 

COMMISSIONERS CUT DOWN 

ESTIMATES TO AVOID AN 

INCREASE 



Rate Is Two Mills 



The Montgomery County Commis- 
sioners fixed the tax rate for the county 
the past week for 11121 at two mills, 
the same as the present rate. 

It was reported from some quar- 
ters that the linances of the county 
would require a raise in the rate, like- 
ly to four mills, but tins was not round 
necessary. 

The County Commissioners, how- 
ever, made cuts in some departments, 
and shaved the budget to get the 
amount needed for all county purposes 
down to a point where two mills 
would cover the total. 

Based on the ligures submitted by 
the commissioners, $ 1 ,r! I5,7S() will lie 
required to operate the county for this 
year. 

The following appropriations were 
made: Bridges', $r>2.!>S0; turnpik"s, 
$1-17,700: miscellaneous, $ll:t.(i0(l; pen- 
al institutions, $101,000; almshouses, 
Sj.SO.OOO; interest on bonds and redemp- 
tion. $1)2,(10(1; commissioners' ollice. 
$40,001); Courts. $:!!>.o00; recorder of 
deeds' ollice, $.'!:!. 000; elections, $.10,- 
000; prison, $27,000; register of wills' 
office. .$2.'!,000; allowed for district at- 
torney's ollice, $21,000; road damages, 
•$lo.OOO; prothonoary's office, $15,000; 
county treasurer's ollice, $l.'i,000; sher- 
iff's ojlice, $12,500; courthouse, $12,- 
000; controller's office, $11,000; house 
of detention, $10,000; clerk of courts' 
office, $9,000; coroner's office, $2,000; 
justice of peace, $500. 

The annual statement of County 
Controller Horace W. Smedley showed 
that $1,721,250 was received 'last year 



by the county treasurer, which added 
to the balance of over $;155,000, niado 
a total of over $2,075,000, and the dis- 
bursements were $1,02!),000, which left 
a bit over $147,000 on hand at the 
start of this year. 

II is certain the expenses will have 
to be cut quite a bit to meet the bud- 
get of 1921. 

Lust year the almshouse cost $94,- 
000 and the prison nearly $::o,000 to 
operate. The county poor directors 
asked for $100,000 this year and are 
given but $S0.000, while the prison re- 
ceives but $27,000. 

The failure of the Court to finally 
settle the salary question for the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office has caused the 
commissioners to -provide for the em- 
ergency by setting aside $21,000 for 
District Attorney Kentiinger and his 
aids, should the decision be favorable 
to that official. 

The bridge total above includes 
$N7,N,N0, representing the share of the 
P. & K. Railway for the Conshohock- 
en bridge, and which is listed as an 
asset. 

Road Foreman Named. 

John A. Carl, of Poltstown, and 
Benjamin Shaw, of Cynwyil, have been 
appointed road foremen for Montgom- 
ery county, by the commissioners. 

Both of the new foremen have been 
inspectors on county com ■■sin's during 
the past year. The posts they now fill 
are new ones, under the direction of 
County Kngincor Cressman. Carl will 
have charge id' ten roads, and Shaw 
supervision over eight in- the county. 
Their salaries are lixeil at $7 per day. 

In line with the genera] policy of 
economy, it is expected a halt will be 
called on the wholesale purchase of 
land for the extension of Valley Forge 
Park by the repeal of the law which 
permits the park commissioners to 
keep adding to the park grounds. 

A bill is now before the legislature 
sponsored by Senator T. Larry Eyre, 
of West Chester, which would appro- 
priate the sum of $i!.",1.0(li) to the Val- 
ley Forge commissioners. 

The death, the past week, of Samuel 
S. Hart ran ft, superintendent of the 
Valley Forge Park, and that of At- 
torney .T. P. Hale Jenkins, also a park 
commissioner, several weeks ago, leave 
two vacancies on the board, .which will 
be filled in the near future. Both men 
had been connected with the park 
since its establishment. 

The Montgomery County Hoard of 
Poor Directors appointed Attorney H. 
Wilson SlnhlnooUor. secretary and 
solicitor for the board at a salary of 
$1,200 a year. John H. Bartman'was 
re-elected steward and Mrs. Bartnian 
matron, at salaries of $1,320 and $540, 
respectively per year. They were 
praised for their work at the county 
home last year. 

Jacob Kulp was appointed head 
('.•inner at a $1,200 salary. Wilmer Al- 
lebnch, assistant farmer, at $70 per 
month; Frank Bauer, labor foreman, 
at $.S2.:"iO a month: Jacob Ha fner. head 
baker, at $70 a month; Michael Bur- 
ner, watchman, at $45 a month; Mary 
10. Kerper seamstress, at $45 a month. 

In asking for an increase of $15,000 
over the appropriation of last year the 
poor directors wore considering de- 
manded increases in salaries at the 
County Home and Hospital at Black 
Hock. Also for medicines and medical 
attention. The board found doctors 
generally unwilling to make any propo- 
sitions to do the work for certain 
specific amounts per vear, as hereto- 
fore.

The foregoing is applicable to parcels 
for the 1*. S. and its island possessions 
on the one hand and continental Franco, 
Corsica, Algeria, Tunis, French Morroco, 
and the principality of Monaco on the 
other hand.

Senator Max Leslie, of Allegheny 
County, introduced a bill in the Senate 
proposing to give old age pensions to 
persons more than <>■"> years of age who 
have been residents of the state 15 
years. It would authorize creating OS 
boards to administer the pensions, one 
central board and one for each county. 
The State would appropriate $50.(1(11) for 
the central board and provide the 
•money for the pensions and the counties 
to provide all other costs. The ob- 
jections to this measure seem to be 
the removal of important incentives for 
industry and thrift, ami the supplying 
of a large number of jobs which could 
be administered politically. 

Assemblyman .lolin G. Marshall, of 
Leaver County, has entered a bill which 
if passed, will authorize a poll tax of 
from one to live dollars on each male 
ami female resident of till counties 
except Allegheny and Philadelphia, for 
school purposes. 

As the poll tax question was shown 
to be involved last fall, hardly any 
two counties following the same rule 
and as the Constitutional Revision Com- 
mission recommended that the payment 
of a state or county tax as a qualifica- 
tion for voting lie eliminated from the 
State Constitution, it would seem tin-

poll tax legislation. 

Concurrent Resolution No. ], spon- 
sored in the House by Representative 
Glass, of Philadelphia, and providing 
for an investigation of the price of 
anthracite coal, was passed Monday 
night with a large favorable vote. Al- 
though it was opposed by representatives 
from counties in the Anthracite and 
Hituininious regions, by labor represent- 
atives anil coal dealers, Mr. Glass argued 
that nut coal in l'.llli was sold at the 
mine f. o. b. shipping point at .$3.75 
and the freight to Philadelphia was 
$1.7(1 and the labor for putting into 
our cellars was $1..'].'!, a total of $(i.7S; 
that today the same coal at the ship- 
ping point costs $5.7S, the freight abb 
has increased and is $12.74 and the cost 
of delivery litis increased to $2.00, mak- 
ing a total of $10.5:2; yet in Philadel- 
phia the selling price is $15.50 or $l(i.00, 
and in some cities as high as $17 and 
the coal is 50% slate and dirt. The 
representatives from Bituminous dis- 
trict opposed the resolution on the, 
ground that as there is no law in this 
State to punish profiteers, the investiga- 
tion would be futile, they had previous- 
ly secured the elimination of Bitumin- 
ous coal from the investigation. The 
representatives from anthracite dis- 
tricts and labor representatives opposed 
the resolution on the ground that, the 
appropriation of $5,000 was too small 
a sum for the investigation. This 
resolution was referred to the Senate 
and was laid on the table. Do not 
hesitate to let your Senator hear where 
voii stand regarding this.
